POINTS TO REMEMBER 


Positively do not plant bulbs in 
borders or beds which are badly 
drained. Perfect drainage is vital and 
the most important instruction we can 
give you. Our guarantee does not 
cover losses from this cause. 

Never use any strong commercial fer- 
tilizer or fresh manure when planting 
bulbs. 

When picking the flowers do not cut 
away any more foliage from your 
bulbous plants than is necessary. Leaves 
and foliage store up food for next 
year’s blooming. 

Do ‘not let seed pods remain on the 
stems after flowers have faded—it 
weakens the bulbs. 

Do not dig up bulbs before foliage 
shows signs of dying, changing to yel- 
low or brown. 

Never dry bulbs in the sun—always 
in the shade. 

Do not grow Tulips year after year 
in the same place. Sooner or later 
they may be attacked with a fungous 
disease called ‘‘fire blight,*’ which at- 
tacks both foliage and flowers. Either 
change the soil or the location; in 
other words, follow the principle of 
crop rotation. 

Bulbs should not be stored in an 
air-tight container.
